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!• During the period 15-25 January 1950, a number of CDU public officials have been 
forced out of office by demonstrations and resolutions by local trade union and 
FBJ groups styling themselves the representatives of "the people". Some of those 
attacked have felt it necessary to flee from the Russian Zone. All the persons 
involved were known as opponents of the present leadership of the CDU and sup- 
porters of an independent policy for the CDF as against the bloc polity, favor- 
ing a separate list of candidates in the elections scheduled for October 1950.

A rumor has been circulated within the CDU, and has been believed by many, that 
the Americans have decided that they nay as well leave Berlin to the Russians, 
if a face-savin-' method can be found, and that therefore it has been agreed to 
permit a youth rally at Whitsuntide to nake a demonstration of the German desire 
to get rid of the western Allies, who will then "naturally" yield to the popular 
demand . 
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COT headquarters has been informed further that Ambassador Semenov has stated 
that Walter Ulbricht t during his recent visit in Moscow, was ordered to brinv 
the eastern son© fully into line with Communist policies ty Hay W50. In 
©vent of failure, Ulbricht himself would be liquidated. 

In this connection, I 1 declaring that the entire action against 

the bourgeois parties was initiated fay Ulbricht with tha approval of Moscow/ 
points out that the 8ED at the same time disclaims all responsibility for it, 
and alleges that it is occasioned by ^popular demand 11 * Thus Deputy Premier 
Otto Huschke, as spokesman for the COT, is unable to forco the *BD to put a 
stop to the attacks. 
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
